All stages In the manufacture of 
| shot nre Interesting, yet 
some

quite simple. As explained by Science 
i and Invention, a gas-heated cauldron 


I melts the lead, which

j through the “shot sleeve.’*

' molten lead passes through the sleeve 
j It is broken up into small drops or 
pellets which fail to the water tank 
1154 feet below. 
After being cooled the shot is taken 
to tile dryers by means of conveyors. 
I Then it goes to the polishers and from 
there passes to a series of revolving 
drums and screens which assort the 
shot into the various sizes.

conveyors carry the finished shot to

The fruit growers now have 
the borer under control, but they have 
found no effective means of combat­ 
ing the Oriental moth with tile usual 
poisonous sprays. 
“This electric light system was put 
in early in the summer,” continued Mr. 
Weatherby. 
“It has cost me a lot of 
money and I’ve learned a lot about 
moths. 
I have learned that there isn’t 


J much use of wasting electric current 
on moonlight nights. 
There are few 
moths in tile traps after a full moon. 
“Even on the dark nights I have 
found that tile moths and other in- 
! sects are thicker at some hours titan 
I at others. 
When the lights were first 
put in I made regular inspection trips 
to the orchards at all hours of the 
night. 
Eleven o’clock seems to be the 
witching hour for the moths. 
Early 
in the evening they are not so thick. I 
have visited tile traps at two o'clock 
i in the morning and haven’t seen a 
single 
insect 
fluttering 
around 
the 
j lights. At eleven o’clock I have found 
swarms of them.” 
Mr. Weatherby pointed out tile Ori­ 
ental moth. 
It is a small, gray moth, 
scarcely more than twice as big as a 
fly. The moth lays its eggs at the tips 
of the young tree shoots. 
Tile worm 
that hatches out bores into the pith of 
the shoot for an inch or two. 
After 
It strikes the tougher bark he crawls 
to another twig or bores Into the 
green fruit. 
Balks at Poison. 
This pest seems to have an instinc­ 
tive repulsion against poison sprays 
and powders, as horticultural experts 
have discovered that it spits out the 
first bite It takes of a twig or skin 
of a peach and eats only beneath the 
surface where the poisons that kill 
jnost of the other insects do not pene­ 
trate. 


i 
When Mr. Weatherby first discov­ 
ered the extent of their damage last 
summer he tried out a system of oil 
lanterns and pans in a section of his 
orchard. 
These he replaced with the 
electric lights as more practical this 
year. 
Furthermore, he says that he 
has had “an army tis big as Grant’s” 
cutting 
off 
the 
grub-infested 
twigs 
wherever they are found, which Is 
very readily done as the end of the 
twig or shoot begins to wilt as soon 
as the moth stings it and lays its eggs. 
“Oriental 
moths 
are 
apparently 
everywhere 
now,” 
explained 
Mr. 
Weatherby. 
“You can find them on 
the most isolated peach tree as well 
as In the big orchards. 
I don’t know 
whither my lights are really extermi­ 
nating all the moths tlint they should 
or whether they are attracting more 
moths from other parts of the coun­ 
try.

Bedford, Mass.—The Wander­ 
er, last of New Bedford whalers, is 
through. 
She finished where she be­ 
gun, and today is pounding to pieces 
on the rocky ledges off Cutty-hunk. 
It marks the end of an era—the 
passing of an era of romance when 
“Iron men went down to the sea lh 
wooden ships”—the end of the era 
that gave New Bedford its “whaler's 
motto”—“A dead whale or a stove 
boat.” 
Tile Wanderer sailed on the cruise 
of 18 months, scheduled to ho her last. 
The cruise lusted little more than a 
day, and the voyage for 15 miles. 
For 
Captain Anton© Edwards, tile skipper, 
found he hadn’t enough mop, so the 
bark was anchored off Mlshaum Point, 
During his absence the Wanderer be­ 
gan to drag anchor during what lier 
crew of another generation would have 
called a mild breeze, drifted before a 
northerly gale and went on the rocks. 
And the Wanderer, half a century the 
proudest of New Bedford’*- fleet of im­ 
posing whalers, is breaking up on Mid­ 
dle Ground shoals, a total loss, ending 
her career, as the old plainsman—with 
her boots on. 
Captain Edwards, who Jins been sail­ 
ing on whalers for 32 years, reported 
the boat a total loss. 
Her foremast 
had dropped through her hull and she 
had buckled amidships. 
While thousands of visitors thronged 
the deck of the Wanderer 48 hours be­ 
fore, 
sea-tanned 
whalemen 
were 
overhauling her gear, grinding the 
whaling spades and fitting tile frying- 
out kettles just as they did a hundred 
years ago when whaling was in its 
heyday and New Bedford was the 
Whaling port of North America, 
The Wanderer is known to thou­ 
sands through a popular rnovfng-pk* 
tare film, In which she was used in the 
whaling scenes. 
It was planned to 
put her hack into the movies. 
Built in 1848. bark-rigged and cole 
pored, the Wanderer's bulwarks rose 
high over the deck, white her wheel 
was entirely covered by the high poop 
deck. 
The bulwarks were so high it 
was impossible to see to starboard,
